Raphael's Stanze at the Vatican, one 
ef the figures is a strange one to find 
in the representation of such a solemn 
subject. It is a very small dwarf, 
wearlug: an enormous golden helmet 
that would be more suitable to a 
giant. To the modern mind this gro- 
tesque figure seems a jarring note in 
a stately composition, but there is 
no doubt that Raphael, who designed 
the picture was justified by history in 
introducing him, for it is known that 
Constantine was a connoisseur in 
dwarfs and had one of whom he was 
ho higher than a partridge. 

This curious taste for dwarfs dates 
from early times; in the days of the | 
fempire, from Augustus onwards, no 
| man of fashion felt his establishments | 
‘complete without at least one; their | 
drolleries and antics were found amus- 
|ing and they were sometimes allowed 
liberties denied to others; the Emper- 
or Tiberius for Instance, would allow 
jhis dwarf to tell him truths that he 
would submit to from no other. One 
of the spectacles with which Domitian 
regaled the people in the circus was / 
a battle of dwarfs.

The publican realized 
his sin and smote his breast, saying, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner!” 
The Pharisce, on the contrary, felt | 
himself so superior to the publican 
that he did not realize himeelf a 
sinner at all; he thanked God that 
he was not a sinner. Jesus declares 
that, because of his acknowledgment 
of sin, the publican was more ac- 
ceptable than the Pharisee. 

In other words, the Creator wishes 
that each one of Adam’s race should 
realize his  imperfection—that he 
comes short of the Divine standard 
which God would be pleased to bless 


with everlasting life. While the 
Bible thus declares that all are gsin- 
ners, it does not unreasonably say 


that there is no difference. What it 
does say is that the slightest degree 
eof sin would mean that we are sin- 
ners, «and that hence the person | 
with the least taint of sin upon him | 
would need the Saviour, the Deliver- | 
er—would need to be cleansed. And, | 
in order to realize his need of as- 
sistance, he must see his sin and cry | 
unto the Lord, Unelean! Lord, save, 
or I perish! 

Here again many of us have made 
a serious mistake in the study of our 
Bibles, When reading that the sin- 
ner would perish, we forgot the 
meaning of the word perish, that it 
signifies to die, to lose life. There 
is nothing in the word perish that 
signifies to be tortured to all eternity. 
“The wages of sin is death,” destruc- 
tion—annihilation, if you please. 
And if God had not made some pro- 
vision for man’s recovery, there 
would be no futus life for Adam nor 
for any of his race, Death would 
indeed have been a hopeless state; 
just as leprosy, whether in @ smal 
or greater degree, signified the pres- 


ence of a hopeless disease from 
which thete is no recovery. 
Jesus is the only physician who 


ean heal this leprosy of sin; nothing 
that the sinner himself can do would 
cancel the sentence. God purposely 
so arranged the matter. The Good 
Physician heals humanity at a great 
Himself. As the wage, or

his race means death, so who- 
ever would redeem Adam must he 
prepared to pay his penalty before 
he could assist the sinner legally, 
justly. None of Adam's race could 
serve as a redeemer, because each | 
and all were born in sin and there- 
fore as subject to the penalty as 
Father Adam himself.

Whoever, therefore, 
eavior of man must have a life 
separate and apart from that of 
Adam, and must be willing to sacri- 
fice it on Adam’s behalf. 

All of the angels had such a life— 
separate and apart from Adam's life 
—and any of them, therefore, would 
have heen capable of being man’s 
redeemer if the “Heavenly Father 
had made tliem the proposition and 
they had chosen to ace pt it. But 
Jehovah God gave the first offer to 
become man’s redeemer to the very 
highest of all His creatures—His 
Only Begotten Son, the Logos, ef 
whom we read that He was the Be- 
inning of the creation of God, the 
first-born of every creature, the 
Alpha and the Omega, the F rst and 
the Last.

Lady Farmer Ralses Record Crop 

Mrs, Annie BH. Williams, of Gleich 
en, Alberta, had a record flax crop 
last year. She seeded 63.33 acres 
and threshed 1,877 bushels—which is 
}equivalent to 29.63 bushels to the 
|acre, The significance of this will 
be more readily appreciated when it 
is etated that the average yield per 
acre last year in Alberta was 12,83, 
in Saskatchewan, 12.66; in Manitoba, 
13.39, in all Canada, 12.60, and in the 
United States 9.90 bushels to the acre. 

The variety which was grown was 
‘Premost,’ a new kind which has been 
developed by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, and 
which ripens from ten days to a fort- 
night earlier than ordinary flax, The 
record of the growth of this crop 
shows that it was seeded April 16-18, 
was one foot high and in bloom on 
June 23rd, ripe on August 10th and 
cut on August 27th. The germination 
test over seven days showed 96 per
